Your children are in good hands 
when they ride the school bus. 
Drivers are well trained, and very 
conscientious about their important 
responsibilities. But they need your 
help in keeping your children safe. 
Please make sure your children 
know the safety rules in this folder. 
They are all vital to safety. Please 
put special emphasis on the need for 
quietness. If you've ever driven a 
car with two or three noisy children, 
you know how difficult it can be to 
concentrate on the traffic. Imagine 
how difficult it would be with a 
bus load of thirty or forty noisy 
children! 


There is much you can do for school 
bus safety as a motorist, too. Make 
a habit of being just a little extra 
cautious whenever you're driving

Remind your parents of these 
important Safety Rules 


The law applies everywhere regardless of the 
posted speed limit - on highways, county roads, 
city, town or village streets. Motorists meeting 
astopped school bus with red lights flashing 
must stop unless they are on a highway divided 
by amedian strip. Motorists overtaking a stop- 
ped school bus with red lights flashing on any 
highway, must always stop at least 20 metres 
before reaching the bus. In both cases, motor- 
ists may not proceed until the bus resumes 
motion, or the lights have stopped flashing. 


Conviction for failure to stop when required 
carries a fine of $100 to $500 for a first offence; 
for each subsequent offence a fine of $250 to 
$1,000, or imprisonment for up to six months, or 
both and an assessment of 6 demerit points.
